Death or Sarah C. Coggeshall 
Sarah C. Coggeshall, the widow 


of David Coggeshall, who died on. 
Wednesday morning of last week, wav 
the oldest resident of Middletown, and 
was literally the last of her genera- 
tion. Her sister, Mrs. Julia M. Bai- 
ley, some years the junior of Mrs. 
Coggeshall, died in March, 1918; her 
brother, ^Villiam Bailey, in October,. 
1908; and her husband in July, 1905. 
All the contemporaries of her early 
life with whom she lived and asso- 
ciated, had crossed the river before 
her, and she was nearing the end of 
her ninety-fourth year. The daugh- 
ter of George I. Bailey and Slary S.. 
Bailey, she had been early trained in 
the diligent performance of the du- 
ties of a farmer's, household, which, 
arc distinctive and particularly ardu- 
ous. 
This training ' enabled her to 


conduct the affairs of her own homo 
after becoming the wife of David 
Coggeshall in March, 1851, in a cro'l- 
itablc nml efficient' manner. Her hus- 
band was for fifty years one of the 
most extensive and prosperous far- 
mers on Rhode Island. As a money 
lender and financier, he was an im- 
portant factor in fostering and pro- 
moting the business not only of ths 
Island farmers, but of the Newport 
merchants, many of whom now miss 
his financial support. 
Both on the 


farm and in his business relation-,, he 
was ably seconded by the faithful la- 
bors and co-operation of his wife, 
until further assistance was prevented 
by the intrusion of dread disease. 
Mrs. Coggeshall was trained in the 
old school and exemplified her tn>:n- 
ing by looking well to the ways of her 
'household and by an undivided devo- 
tion to the welfare of her husbnnl 
f.id children.

Hard and incessant labor is the lot 


o£ nn explorer who travels through an 
unknown country, as Is shown by the 
example of William Junker, n Russian 
explorer, who spent five years in en- 
deavoring to trace the course of the 
3ilvcr Welle, which lies between the | 
headwaters of the Nile and the Congo, 
In Africa, with a view to determining 
the position of Its watershed. During 
that time he traveled on foot over 
4,000 miles through a wild country. 


When he was actually on the inarch 


Dr. Junker wore a coat designed by j 
himself, having numerous large pock- ] 
ets especially arranged for the hundy 
use of his 'watch, compass, aneroid, 
.thermometer and notebooks. 
From 


one of the buttons of his coat hung 
three pencils, one red, for marking the 
route; one blue, for noting the rivers , 
and streams; and the third black, for 
recording the time of starting and 
halting (so as to keep n record of the 
marching time and distance),'together 
with all the more notable Incidents of 
the day's march. 


Every five minutes Dr. Junker raad« 


a note of the direction he traveled, as 
well as noted every 
stream, every 


mountain, every valley, and their esti- 
mated dimensions, as wet) as full in- 
formation about the tribes he met. In 
that way he secured a fund of Infor- 
mation thnt was readily accepted by 
geographers and scientists.

Palestine Is one place In tho world 


which has no "servant problem," ac- 
cording to Miss Evangellne Metheny 
ot Beaver Falls, Pa., Just returned 
from Red Cross service In tho Holy 
Lnnd. 


"The servants In Palestine,". says 


Miss iletheny, who has lived there 
most of her life, "are a different set 
entirely from the servants wo have 
here In America. 
They make their 


services personal; their Interest In 
their employer's affairs Is personal, 
whereas the American servant regards 
it Impersonally. 


"In Palestine, If I were to tell my 


houso servants that there would be 
ten people in for dinner, they would 
be delighted. It would be a matter of • 
personal pride with them thnt their 
dinner was the best to bo had, and 
their service, too. 
T)iey 
would be 


happy at the thought of working for 
a mistress who had so many friends 
that she could get together ten at one 
time. There would be no sulky looks 
or actions at the extra work; every 
servant would co-operate and tho din- 
ner would go off grandly. 


"Here the mention of nn extra guest 


or two creates a feeling of resent- 
'uient. I knowipeople who do not dare 
to Invite a dinner guest until they 
have obtained permission from their 
cooks. 
Cooks In Palestine consider 


extra guests a compliment to their 
art. The servants In Palestine would 
ten times rather work for Americans 
than for the native population. 
The 


reason Is not alone that we will pay 
higher wages—we treat them better. 
For one thing, American women do 
not swear at them, and native women 
do. They cnll down every kind of 
curse on the sen-ant's eyes, and his 
children, and his grandchildren; they 
5ay the most untranslatable things :is 
a matter of course. It Is not In the 
lenst unusual, It Is Quite nu fait, for 
an Arab woman to swear so." 
' Servants In Palestine may be differ- 
ent, but a woman is a woman the world 
over, Miss Metheny says with Kipling 
and other authorities. 


"Once in n railroad train," she says. 


"I wns sitting in tho same compart- 
ment with an old native woman. In 
the East there arc separate carriages 
for men nnd women. - In our 
coach 


there was a particularly pretty girl, 
and from time to time a young Eng- 
lish or American man passed through, 
watching her.

Eggplant Is a favorite Armenian 


vegetable which Is often used with the 
lamb to make n delicious dish. Hun- 
kalr bcyendl Is mashed eggplant and 
potted lamb; patijan cheop kebab Is 
fried lamb and eggplant grilled on 
skewers; eggplant stewed In lamb 
broth nnd braised lamb and eggplant 
aro other savory dishes. 


All sorts of vegetables and oven 


fruits -are stewed In lamb broth to 
glvo them that richness which Is a 
feature of the national taste'In cook- 
ery. 
Fresh peas, artichokes, string 


beans, 
celery, leeks, • spinach 
and 


quinces are mentioned In Armenian 
culinary lore as being the better for 
simmering slowly for some time In the 
Iamb broth. A variation dish Is nohud 
yahnt, Turkish

onions In lamb broth. 


Ouscoumrl dohna Is an elaborate Ar- 


menian dish, composed of mackerel 
stuffed with onions, plncnuts and cur- 
rants, fried In olive oil and served cold. 
Eggplant stuffed with rice and onions 
nnd cooked In olive oil Is also served 
cold. Fassoull nulakl Is beans stewed 
with vegetables nnd olive oil and serv- 
ed cold. 


Plncnuts nndv currants are favorite 


Ingredients of stuffing, appearing not 
only In the stuffed mackerel but also 
with rice as n stuffing for turkey In 
a dish cnlled niniil dolma. Harpoot 
keofteh nre delicious boiled meat balls 
prepared with .cracked wheat and stuff- 
ed with munt, pinonuts and currants. 
Stuffed vine leaves,- yalanJI dolman 
and yapriik sariim Ere other favorite 
dishes.. The leaves of the grapevine 
are used for the outer wrappings of 


. these viands. In Uie yalanji dolman

through are wrapped In the vine leaves 
and the whole again subjected to a 
slow simmering process in olive oil.

These Birds, as a Rule, Are Raised In 


Small Flocks Where Range i 


Is Plentiful. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture.) 


Mnny turkeys ore raised In Texas, 


as well as a considerable number In 
Mississippi and Alabama and In west- 
ern Florida. As a general proposition 
these birds are -raised In small flocks 
on general 
farms, where plenty of 


range Is available. Under such condi- 
tions they usually yield a profitable 
income. 
Not many ducks are raised 


In the South, but considerable Interest 
Is displayed In geese production, while 
guineas also are raised on many farms. 
Gufoea eggs ore used on the home 
table, as well as being marketed, but 
as a rale the guineas are allowed to 
run wild and.ore not produced on any 
scale for market purposes. '

It helps spread the rnsl 
of wheat and oats which has been 
found on It every year for 30 years la 
Iowa, and It \s injurious to stock, and 
especially horses.

the mucous membrane of the month 
causing Irrilatlon and finally olcera- 
tlon of the Jawbones and teeth. The 
wild barley can be exterminated by 
keeping It from producing seed. Thl3 
is simple enough, but It Is often diffi- 
cult to do on land that cannot be 
p'lowed or mowed.—North Dakota Ag- 
ricultural College.

This • Is 
more especially the cause of progres- 
sive myopia among warehouse, men, 
porters and -others whose work in- 
volves excessive effort, 
while with 


those engaged In sedentary occupa- 
tions the form of exercise taken may 
be responsible, ns, wrestling,' rowing, 
digging and also coughing. Thus when 
signs of commencing myopia appear 
anything likely to increase the Intraoc- 
ular tension should he avoided.

Europe next 
winter,

Poland. Siberia and tho Balkans, New 
England Division Headquarters of the 
American Ued Cross has announced 
a Fall program of production. The 
program Is to bo wholly on a volunteer 
basis^ BO there will be no quota, but 
Red Cross women who prefer sewing 
to other forms of volunteer work have 
been assured that there will bu plenty 
for them to do. 
- American Red Cross commissions 
abroad. In an effort to fight the spread 
of disease, such as typhus, tuberculosis 
and influenza, are concentrating on 
medical relief, but to make the bene- 
fits of the medical service permanent, 
warm clothing and nourishing food arc 
needed. The 
epidemics 
of 
typhus 


which swept over Eastern Europe last 
winter, and are BtlU raging In Poland 
and Russia, took so large a toll of 
lives because tie populations of these 
countries .were underfed and ihsnlu- 
clently clothed. 


In Serbia but S.OOO children of the 


35,000 who followed the Serbian Army 
in tie retreat of 1915 are alive today, 
according to figures verified by Red 
Crosa overseas workers. Statistics of 
human wastage in Poland and Siberia 
are equally appalling. 


In order that garments may roach 


the people for whom they are Intended 
before cold weather -sets in, chapters, 
branches and auxiliaries in the New 
England Division have been asked by 
Division Manager James Jackson to 
decide at once whether they wish to 
take up production again. Material 
will be furnished Chapters from Divi- 
sion Headquarters, in Boston. 


A substantial supply of clothing and 


petticoats, cut out ready to be made 
up, Is now in the Division warehouse 
and these will be forwarded to Chap- 
ters desiring Immediate work. ^ 


Accurate information on the need 


for clothing overseas has bec\i fur- 
nished Red Crosa officers by Hiss La- 
vinia H. Newell, ot Boston, Director 
of Chapter Production for both the 
National and New England Division 
organizations. Miss Newell went to"v 
France and from FYance into Serbia 
during the summer, travelling !400 
miles by motor camion from Belgrade 
to Nish, to investigate the production 
problem'for the Red Cross. 


Miss Newell re- 
ported, are ns follows: women's house 
gowns, night gowns, chemises, skirts, 


• Backs, aprons, shawls and "petticoats: 
men's and boys' shirts, girls' one-piece
